The Crisis of the War. 


French troops have entered St. Quentin 
British troops are fighting all round 
Cambrai, which the Germans have set on 
fire; and between these two places the 
Hindenburg Line is shattered into frag- 
ments. At the other end of the front 
of battle which extends from the North 
Sea to the deserts of Mesopotamia British 
cavalry have surrounded the storied city 
of Damascus. At this decisive stage of 
the war we shall besi be able to dis. 
entangle its tendencies from its irfcidents 
if we figure the war, as a. whole, in terms of 
an ordinary battle. In such terms we may 
regard the French and Italian fronts as 
the enemy s right wing, the Balkan front 
as their centre, and the Turkish ts as 
their leit wing. The enemy’s centre has 
been broken by the collapse of Bulgaria~— 
an event which has shattered tlie political, 
as well as the military. solidarity of the 
Germanic alliance—and the first con- 
sequences in both respects are being felt 
by Turkey. Bulgaria’s collapse has left 
the enemy's left wing “in the air.” 
Turkey is threatened with envelopment. 
General Allenby’s road from Damascus 
is clear to Aleppo, the heart of the Turkish 
Empire south of the Taurus. Turkey's | 
disasters in this field alone went far, at a 
time when Germany is reeling under the 
Allied assault in the west, to persuade her 
to peace. The defection.of Bulgaria 
scarcely leay es her an alternative ; ; for it 
threatens ‘to bring another Allied Army 
to the gates of Constantinople itself. We 
aré informed that during the armistice 
discussions Bulgaria showed herself not 
averse from attacking Turkey. She has a 
long standing score to settle with her 
ancient enemy, and sees in this direction 
alone chances of the “compensations ” 
which she will not now obtain at thé ex- 
pense of Serbia, Greece, or Rumania. 
Bulgaria would gladly assist Allied . 
tions against Turkey from the side of 
Constantinople. We scarcely need, in 
these c§Mcumstances, the assurance that 
Turkey is increasingly disposed to follow 
Bulgaria's example of submission. 

Germany is in urgent need of-teinfarce- 
ments both to maintain her western 
front and to bring aid to ‘her failing ' 


dependents. Even freedom of choice 

n increasing her military risks in 
the west and sacrificing all her political 
assets in the east is scarcely left to her 
now. The war has reached its crisis. On 
every front the Allies, with ever increasing 
success, are striving for an immediate 
decisién. It is conceivable, if the early 
collapse of Turkey, following that of Bul- 
garia, does not anticipate them, as seems 
probable, that the enemy may make some 
attempt to restore their position in the 
east—at the cost of large surrenders of 
territory in France and Belgium and a 
consequent shortening of the western 
front, It is almost more than doubtful, 
however, whether such a voluntary sacri- 
fice in the west in the interests of the 
east is still possible for Germany. The 
German Armies in the west are not now 
fighting for the protection of this strategic 
centre or that fortified line. They are 
fighting for something of sterner signifi- 
cance: they are fighting for their very 
lives. Marshal Foch’'s intention is emerg. 
ing more and more clearly from the deve 
lopment of the gigantic battle which is 
now engaged almost continuously from the 
North Sea to the heights of the Meuse, 
That intention is not se much to drive 
the enemy before him as to smash them 
where they stand. Broadly, the situation 


is that the Germans cannot defend all the 


points which Marshal Foch is continually 
assailing without taking risks at other 
points, and as soon as they take such 
risks they are attacked at those points. 
The steady influx of American troops 
enables Marshal Fock to keep reserves 
ready to seize every opportunity as it 
presents itself. The enemy, forced to go 
on breaking up divisions té keep the re- 
mainder of their armies up to strength, 
are in daily greater difficulties. The ques- 
tion is not so much whether the German 
line can retire as whether it can hold long 
enough to prepare for retirement without 
breaking. 

In a combined operation which depends 
for its success on the maintenance of a 
simultaneous and uniform pressure every- 
where it is idle to single out one sector as 
supremely important. The general design 
which links all the sectors of Allied 
attack in a common strategical unity, how- 
ever, is fairly clear. The attack of the 
Belgian Army and the British Second 
Army reveals the elements of the whole 
strategic design which is now being deve- 
loped. That design does not contemplate 
a series of stands by the enemy on a suc- 
cession of fortified lines between the 
Hindenburg Line and the German fron. 
tier. It aims at compassing a great en- 
veloping movement, the success of which 
would make all such possible lines of ge- 
sistance untenable. Al] these hypothetical 
lines of defences pivot at one end"xn Lille 
and at the other end on Metz. The offen. 
sive im Flanders is the left wing of a 
great enveloping movement which threatens 
Lille. The offensive in Champagne and 
the Woevre is the right wing of the same 
movement, threatening to sever the enemy 
main lateral communication between’ Metz 
and the northern front. Meanwhile, on the 
left centre, between Cambrai and St. 
Quentin, Sir Douglas Haig’s forces and 
the French troops on their right have 
broken the defences of the Hindenburg 
system to pieces, and the enemy are fight- 
ing with extreme desperation, especially 
north of Cambrai, to prevent them from 
breaking through into the open country 
behind. The Germans seem to be attempt- 
ing to manceuvre in preparation for another 
general retreat. The question of the 
immediate future—in the answering of 
whigh ie weather will have much to say-- 
is whether, with continuous pressure exer- 
cised upon them at so many vital points 
simultaneously, and with such a heavy 
price in men and material being exacted 
daily, they will be able to effect such a 
retirement in good order. The alternative 
Is a rapid and disorderly retreat and total 
breakdown of the whole German defensive 
system. Marshal Foch’s relentless deve- 
lopment of his strategic scheme justifies 
a reasonable hope that its results will be 
decisive.

Southern Unionist Policy. 


There will be no “split ” in the ranks 
of Southern Unionism. That most welcome 
assurance is conveyed in the brief report 
of yesterday's meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Irish Unionist Alliance. 
The Alliance's delegates to the Irish Con- 
vention and their critics were fully repre- 
sented at the meeting. The result 
is proof that no difference of principle 
exists—or has existed—between them. 
Viscount Midleton and his colleagues 
strove hard and successfully to protect the 
interests of Southern Unionism in any 
settlement which the Convention might 
have produced. They did not surrender 
thereby the smallest article of their creed 
as Unionists. The Convention failed, and 
to-day the dangers of any effort to force 
a ‘Settlement’’ on Ireland are ten times 
greater than they were when the Prime 
Minister asked well-disposed Irishmen to 
attempt an eirenicon in the interests of 
the Allied cause. The details of yester- 
day s meeting are not published, but it is 
plain that a free exchange of views con- 
vinced all the members of the Committee 
of the truth of Viscount. Iveagh’s state- 
ment that there was no occasion and no 
excuse for a “split,” among Soiithern 
Unionists. As the danger is ten times 
greater than it was a year ago, so is the 
need of unity among Southern Unionists 
ten times greater. It has been estab- 
lished—ory, rather, its existence has been 
confirmed—by the unanimous resolution 
which again placed on record the Execu- 
tive Committee’s “unalterable opposition 
to the granting of Home Rule to the whole 
or any part of Ireland.” Incredible as 
the thing may seem to men who know the 
country’s present state, there is, in fact, 
a prospect that the value and vigour of 
Southern Unionist opposition to Home 
Rule may be put once more to the test in 
the near future. The Chief Secretary has 
said that the Government contemplates an 
early re-opening of the Home Rule con- 
troversy. At this moment the country is 
divided into three political camps. The 
Unionists, Northern and Southern, are 
resolutely hostile to Home Rule—especially 
at a time when all their-energies are: en- 


gaged im the winning of the war. The 


constitutional Nationalists, « declining 
party, make a minimum demand which— 

Mr. Shortt knows perfectly well—the 
Imperial Parliament will never dare to 
concede. The Sinn Fein Party, openly 
disloyal, clamours for an im e Re- 
public; and the majority of Irish ‘Nation- 
alists will endorse that fantastic claim 
at the next General Election. [Irish 
Nationalism, without a word of protest 
from its political or spirital leaders has 
refused to do its duty in the war, and is 
preparing to resist conscription by every 
means in its power. Sedition and. Bol- 
shevism are rampent in the country. The 
salety of life and property depends from 
hour ts hour on the constant vigilance of 
a strong Viceroy. It is at such a time 


that Mr. Shortt threatens a new attempt | 


to settle the Irish question. The Irish 


& 


Unionist Alliance believes, and thousands 
of Nationalists’ believe, that any such 
attempt must be disastrous to the security 
of the United Kingdom and of the whole 
Empire. Southern Unionism proved its 
loyalty at the Convention by responding 
to the Prime Minister's urgent plea, and 
will prove it now by resisting all over- 
tures, from any quarter, for calamitous 
experiments in Home Rule. 


The Milk Supply. 


We hope that the Irish Food Control 
Committee will deal promptly and effec- 
tively with the latest attempt at ‘ profiteer- 
ing ” on the part of the Dublin Cowkeepers’ 
and Dairymen’s Association. Without 
attempting to justify their action, the 
members of that. organisation have an- 
nounced that the citizens of Dublin must 
pay eightpence per quart for milk. It is 
true that the cost of dairy cattle and 
feeding-stuffs has increased considerably | 
during the past four years, but the price 
of milk has been advanced in an even 
greater proportion. The dairymen have 
given a direct challenge to the Food Con- 
trol Committee. That body possesses the 
necessary power to meet the challenge 
successfully, and, as we feel confident, 
will exercise it immediately. While the 
Committee can fix an equitable price, 
it cannot, unfortunately, solve the 
much more important question of sup- 
plies. In a letter which we publish 
to-day Mr. R. A. Anderson, Secretary 
of the Irish Agricultural @rganisation 
Society—who has made a special study of 
the subject—states that we are faced with 
nothing short of a milk famine, He be- 
lieves, however, that it can be averted if 
the citizens take united and immediate 
action. With that end in view he invites 
all who are interested in the subject— 


doctors, clergymen, and persons engaged 


in philanthropic work—to forward to him 
their opinions in writing; and he suggests 
that a public meeting shall be called to 
discuss certain proposals which he is pre- 
pared to submit. We earnestly hope that 
Mr. Andeérson’s invitation will meet with 
a wide response, and that the meeting will 
be held at an early date. Time is of vital 
importance in the magter. Coming on top 
of a coal famine, a milk famine would 


involve the gravest co sequences,

UNALTERABLE OPPOSITION TO 
HOME RULE. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Irish Unionist Alliance was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, 
Viscount Midleton, K.P., presiding.

FERDINAND’S DECISION, 

The Salonika Correspondent cf the Matin 
(Paris) telegraphs that the United States Consul 
at Sofia, Mr. Dominic Murphy, on his arrival 
here,. gave some very orethag details of the 
days immediately preceeding Bulgaria’s demand 
fór an armistice. On September 23rd, he said, 
King Ferdinand presided over a meeting of the 
Crown Council, as a result of which a forma! 
demand for immediate help was addressed to 
Berlin and Vienna. In spite of the dramatic 
and anxious wording of the request, Germany 
and Austria refused, making only evasive pro 
mises. From this time Ferdinand’s mind waa 
made up. It was necessary to abandon his 
alliance and place the destinies of his people in 
the hands of just Powers, or see his country 
ruined. He was still further enco ed by the 
fear of revolution and anarchy, which were 
already making progress in Sofia, the workers 
and soldiers holding meetings and making laws, 
Bolsbevism of the most excessive type is the 
doctrifie of the day. Demonstrations took place 
before Ferdinand’s palace, the crowd making 
frequent’ allusions to the assassination of Tsar 
Nicholas. Ferdinand woke up to the facts. He 
realised that to keep his Crown and his life it 
is imperative to have a foreign military force >in 
his country. Germany could no longer vide 
him with this. He, therefore, addressed himself 
to the Entente. 


FEELING IN GERMANY. 


According to the Amsterdam Tyd's Berlin 
Correspondent, the Socialist members of the 
Reichstag have given the Government to under- 
stand that the occasion of Bulgaria’s surrender 
to the Entente must be utilised to try to reach 
an agreement with the Hntente for general 
peace.

LIEUTENANT ALSTON IN GALWAY. 


DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT OF SINN 
FEINERS. 

Mr. T. C. M‘Donogh, J.P., County Council, 
presided at Captain Alston’s lecture held in the 
T Hall, Galway, last night, and a number 
of representative public men were present on 
the platform.

He was prepared 
to argue with any of them after the lecture. 
The interruptions continued, and Colonel 
YS8ullivan, D.8.0., called upon the interrupters 
to play the game. “If you have got an Ger- 
man money go and mend Ó outside,” said Capt. 
Alston, amidst applause. Ultimately the police 
removed some of the interrupters, and the 
lecturer proceeded without further incident. 

Lieutenant Spry, R.N., said that it made him 
sad to see those young men doing this work 
for their German paymasters, while the British 
Navy was guarding their hearths and homes. 

Lieutenant Sir James O'Donoghue, formerly 
Chairman of the Galway Urban Council, said 
that in 1915, handicapped sa he was by years, 
he did not fear to undertake military duties, no 
matter how hard, in order to show what Irish- 
men were capable of doing. He felt ashamed 
of the conduct of his townemen that night, who 
had always shown the spirit of hpspitelity to 
strangers.

PROGRESS OF THE HAKVEST. 


,™ 


The weather during the week was adverse to 
harvesting operations. There has been some 
sprouting of corn in stooks, especially where shel- 
tered or badly made, but reporta generally agree 
that the damage done has not been as great as 
might have been anticipated. Threshing reports 
indicate good yields in oats, winter wheat, and 
barley. Reports as to spring wheat are ‘not so 
satisfactory. Potatoes are digging out very well, 
and, so far, show very little disease. There has 
been some blackening, but the cold weather has 
had the effect generaliy of preventin this, and 
the crop at present is keeping very well. Piough- 
ing of stubble land is in progress in many die 
tricts, and preparations have been made for sow- 
ing winter wheat and oats. Root crops are pro- 
gressing favourably. Turfitps, in particular, have 
done well. Further reports indicate that generally 
the portion of the flax crop reserved de- 
seeding purposes is in a bad condition. 
the general flax crop has now been retted, but 
a large proportion of the retted straw still remains 
in the field, and has also suffered damage. Where 
scuiching has been done, reports of yield are not 
satisfactory. Early sown catch crops are doing 
well Planting of rye and vetches is still pro-

EXCITEMENT IN RUMANIA. 
A NEW OPPORTUNITY. 

A telegram from Berne, dated Monday, states 
that Bulgaria’s request for án armistice has 
caused feverish excitement in Rumania. Ger- 
man officers’ there are greatly depressed, while 
German soldiers are discontented at the pros- 
pect of an early departure for an unknown 
destination. Field-Marsha]l. von Mackensen has 
taken excessively rigorous precautionary mea- 
sures as regards the popular attitude towards 
the assembiing of troops intended for Bulgaria. 
He has demanded of the Rumanian Government 
the immediate execution of the clauses of the 
Bukharest Treaty concerning demobilisation and 
the surrender of war material. Sentry posts on 
the frontier have been doubled, and the crose- 
ing of it strictly forbidden to every male, in- 
cluding officials, A deep depression in Germano- 
phile circles is very noticeable. It is rumoured 
that the Cabinet will meet shortly under the 
Presidency of the King.
